APPROVAL OF MINUTES

1. Approve the minutes of the Austin Energy Utility Oversight Committee meeting of February
27,2017.

The minutes of the February 27, 2017 meeting were approved on Mayor Pro Tem Tovo’s motion, and
Council Member Houston’s second, on a 6-0 vote. Council Members Casar, Flannigan, Garza, Renteria, and
Troxclair were off the dais.

CITIZEN COMMUNICATION: GENERAL

2. The first five speakers signed up before the meeting is called to order will each be allowed
three minutes to speak on items not on the agenda.

There were five speakers:

- Susan Lippman stated that traction should not be lost in reaching our goals in the review of the
Resource Plan. She said some goals should be increased, Fayette should be closed, low income
customers should be kept in mind.

- Austen Hyde said Fayette and Decker need to be closed, and he would like a deadline on Decker’s
closure.
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- Kaiba White said that Council needs to ensure program access to all including low income customers
and renters. She stated Austin Energy has done a good job, but Council could make program access
to multifamily a priority.

- Dave Cortez said there is a lot of work being done in the community on the Generation Plan and
climate issues. He also said he wants to see the plant closure dates followed.

- Paul Robbins said that he notified Austin Energy in September 2014 that Customer Assistance
Program benefits were going to wealthy customers, and there are still some customers receiving
water and drainage discounts that have homes valued over $250,000 or own multiple properties. He
stated tariff changes are needed.

- Carol Biedrzycki stated that she was pleased this program is moving forward with both utilities and
hopes that it is a success for the utilities and those who will participate.
- Paul Robbins stated he wants to know the program’s cost and how it will affect the Customer
Assistance Program, and said he is concerned with how the program was created.
